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INTRODUCTORY. 


In the compiling of this report I have tried to make it as brief as 
was possible and get the important business of the board before you in 
such a manner that you would understand at a glance what was being 
done in our department. 


The true duty of the board is the protection of the public health 
against disease that can be avoided by advising our people how to live 
from a medical standpoint. ‘This we have done in every instance where 
an opportunity was given us. And in most of them we have been cen- 
sured for such advice, especially when such advice was followed by a 
quarantine being placed according to the following paragraphs in ‘this 

report. 


The. following is the medical law for Oklahoma, which is now in 
vogue: 


AN ACT REPEALING CHAPTER EIGHT OF THE STATUTES 
OF OKLAHOMA, 1893, ESTABLISHING A BOARD OF 
HEALTH, AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES. y 


Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Oklahoma: 


Section 1. There is hereby established a territorial board of health, 
- composed of three persons, residents of this Territory, regularly pactic- 
ing and legally qualified physicians in good standing, to be appointed 
by the governor and approved by the council. The term of office of 
each member shall be two years, and one member shall be designated by 
the governor as superintendent, who shall be ex-officio secretary of the 
board. The board shall elect one of its members as president and the 
other as vice-president. ; 


Sec. 2. The president, when present, and the vice-president when 
the president is absent, shall preside at the meeting of the board. The 
secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of the board and of his 
own proceedings as superintendent of the board of health. The board 
of health shall hold meetings every three months, due notice of the 
time and place to be given by the secretary. 
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Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the board of health to examine appli- 
cants and grant licenses to those found to be qualified, and entitled to 
the same, to quarantine against outside territory known to be infected 
with contagious or infectious diseases, to condemn and destroy impure 
and diseased articles of food offered or exposed for sale in the Territory 
and to act in conjunction with the county and municipal boards of health. 


Sec. 4. The salary of the Superintendent of the board of health 
shall be eight hundred dollars per annum, and he shall be allowed for 
records, supplies, printing and traveling expenses actually and necessari- 
ly expended not to exceed five hundred dollars per annum, which shall 
be paid upon sworn itemized statements. The president and vice-presi- 
dent of the board shall receive no compensation except fees for examin- 


ation of applicants for license to practice medicine and surgery, which ~ 


shall be equally divided between them, and actual and necessary traveling 
expenses, not to exceed one hundred dollars each per annum. 


Sec. 5. No person hereafter shall practice medicine or surgery in 
this Territory without first obtaining a license from the territorial board 
of health. Application for leense shall be made in writing, together 
with a fee of five dollars, accompanied by a proof of good moral char- 


acter, and proof of ten years continuous practice, or proof of graduation — 


frcm a reputable medical college. When the application has been in- 
spected by the board and found to comply with the foregoing provisions. 
the board shall notify the applicant to appear for examination at a 
time and place designated in such notice. Examination shall be made 
in whole or in part in writing and shall be sufficiently strict to test appli- 
cant’s qualifications to practice medicine. All members of the board 
shall be present and participate in such examination. It shall be the 


duty of the person holding such license to register in the office of the 


register of deeds, in a beok kept for that purpose, in the county in which 
person resides or intends to practice. Provided, that an osteopath shall 
not be required to pass an examination in materia medica or therapeutics. 


Sec. 6. Any person practicing or offering to practice medicine or 
surgery in any of their branches, without first having obtained a license 
from this board, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined in any sum not less than fifty dollars 
nor more than one, hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the county 
jail for a period of not less than thirty days, nor more than six months, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment at the discretion of the court. 
and all costs incurred therein. 
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Sec. 7. The provisions of this act shall not effect the rights of per- 
sons now legally practicing medicine, osteopathy or surgery in this Ter- 
ritary ; nor shall it prohibit the application of domestic remedies by one 
member of a family to another thereof; nor administering of remedies - 
by another in case of emergency, without compensation; nor shall it 
comply to any commissioned medical officer of the United States army, 
mavy or marine hospital service, in the discharge of his official duties ; 
nor to any legal qualified dentist, when engaged exclusively in the prac- 
tice of dentistry ; nor to any physician or surgeon from another state or 
territory who is a legal practitioner of medicine or surgery in the state 
_ or territory in which, he resides, when in actual consultation with a legal 
practitioner of this Territory, nor to any physician or surgeon residing 
on the border of a neighboring state or territory and duly authorized 
under the law thereof to practice medicine or surgery therein, whose 
practice extends into the limits of this Territory: Provided that such 
practitioner shall not open an office or appoint a place to meet patients 
cr receive calls within the limits of this Territory; nor to any osteopath 
who shal! pass examination in the subject of anatomy, physiology, obstet- 
rics, and physical diagnosis in the same manner as required of other 
applicants before the territorial board of health, and who has thereupon 
received a certificate from the board which, when filed with the register 
of deeds, as is required in the case of other certificates from the board 
shall authorize the holder thereof to practice osteopathy in the ‘Territory 
of Oklahoma, but shall not permit him to administer drugs nor to 
perform major surgery. pls 


Sec. 8. ‘I‘he county boards of health shall consist of three persons; 
a legally qualified physician appointed by the territorial superintendent. 
who shall be superintendent and secretary of the county board of health. 
the chairman of the county commissioners, who shall be president, and 
a legally qualified physician appointed by the board of county commis- 
sioners who shall be vice-president. The superintendent of county 
- boards of health shall have power to-abolish nuisances that are danger- 
ous to the public health, to isolate persons afflicted with dangerous or 
contagious diseases, and to do such other things with the approval of 
the board as may be deemed necessary for the preservation of the public 
health. Such superintendent shall be paid for expenses actually and 
necessarily contracted in the discharge of his duties, together with fees 
for duty performed: Provided, that the sum total of such expenses and 
fees shall not exceed one hundred dollars per annum. Such bills of 
expense and fees shall be filed with the county clerk and allowed by 
the board of county commissioners, as other bills are allowed by them. 
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Provided, further, that should an emergency exist on account of the 
prevalence of any dangerous epidemic, such county board of health may 
make such provisions for the isolation and care of the sick as may be 
required, by and with the consent and approval of the county commis- 
sioners. 


Sec. 9. Chapter eight of the statutes of Oklahoma, 1893, together 
with all Acts and parts of Acts in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 


Sec. 10. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage and approval. ,

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ORGANIZATION. 


Karly in April in 1903 as soon as the present Board was appointed 
the Secretary sent out a call for a meeting to be held in Enid for 
the purpose of forming a permanent organization of the Board of Health’ 
of Oklahoma. At this meeting Dr. B. F. Hamilton of Shawnee was 
elected President, and Dr. E. G. Sharp of Guthrie, Vice President. Dr. 
E. EH. Cowdrick of Enid, Secretary and Treasurer of the Territorial 
Examining Board. The line of work of the Board of the Territory was 
marked out and during the two day’s session of the Board a thorough 
organization was formed. The Superintendents of County Boards of 
Health at that time, holding office were re-commissioned, with a few 
exceptions, and where vacancies occurred new men were appointed. ‘The 
branches upon which to select questions for examinations of applicants 
who applied for license to practice medicine and surgery in Oklahoma 
were divided as follews: Dr. Hamilton, Anatomy, Surgery and Physiolo- 
ey, Dr. Sharp, Chemistry, Urinalysis, Obstetrics and Materia Medica. Dr, 
Cowdrick, Practice of Medicine, Physical Diagonosis, Jurisprudence and 
Toxicology.. These nine branches were considered tc be a sufficient test of 
an applicant’s ability to practice medicine and surgery and yet come 
fully within the meaning of the Medical Law. These quarterly tests 
to practice Medicine and Surgery in Oklahoma are given entirely in 
writing by said applicants and the result (papers handed into the Board) 
is graded and filed in said office of the Secretary as a record for fur- 
ther reference. The grade required in each branch is 66 2-3 per cent 
minimum. ‘These examination questions are prepared prior to the date 
of examination, they are then attached to the paper used by the ap- 
plicants for answering the questions, and each applicant receives the 
same branch at the same time. The time consumed to take the ex- 
amination. is usually something more than one day. The time con- 
sumed by the members of the Board in preparing the questions— 
conducting the examination—reading all+examination papers, grading 
filing the same and registering the successful ones and writing licenses 
amounts to about five days time to each member of the Board. This 
amount of time consumed and the expense of attending these examina- 
tions together with the examination rcom rent, lights, fuel, janitor hire, 
stationary, pencils, etc., ete., make a total cost of $115.00, to $125.00 
for each examination held. The fee for such examination goes. to pay 
the President and Vice President for work done. . These men. are poor- 
ly paid, as a class must necessarily be large to reimburse them for the 
amount of actual expense not leaving any money for what they are 
supposed to know. Then there is during the three months interven- 
ing between examinations more or less time consumed in correspond- 
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ence and more or less time consumed in the entertaining of and talk- 
ing to applicants who call upon them. At this first meeting of the 
Board a set of rules and regulations were formulated and adopted by 
the Board, which gave the Board some needed power to act in emer- 
gency cases and covering some points of very great importance that are 
not touched by the present Medical Law. 


RULES FOR THE TERRITORIAL MEDICAL EXAMINING 
BOARD. 


This Board will meet four (4) times each year in regular session— 


January, April, July and October—to pass upon applications for reg- 


istration for those who can qualify and are desirous of entering upon 
the practice of medicine and surgery in Oklahoma, and those who 
wish to practice embalming. The Board will meet in extraordinary 


session when three or more applicants have filed their application and 


fee with the Secretary of the Beard. In order to register in the Territory 
for the practice of medicine and surgery the applicant must pass an 
examination before the Board in the followimg branches, viz: Anat- 


omy, Chemistry, Physiology, Materia, Medica and Therapeutics, Medi _ 


cal Jurisprudence, Surgery, Obstetrics, Physical Diagnosis and the gen- 
eral practice of medicine and attain a grade of 66 2-3 per cent in 
each branch. Said examination to all be in writing and be kept on 
file in the office of the Secretary as a part of the record of this Board. 
The fee shall be Thirty ($30) Dollars, five dollars to accompany ap- 
plication as forfeit for non-appearance at the specified time, and 'T’wenty- 
five ($25) Dollars to be paid on the day of examination. In case of 
failure to attain the prescribed grade of proficiency the applicant may 
again take the test at the next meeting of the Board without additional 
fee. In case of a second failure, the applicant forfeits all claim upon 
the Board for fee paid. Persons desiring to practice embalming in 
Oklahoma are required to pass an examination before this Board on any 
meeting day, and if successful, will be issued a license which will be 
recognized by the railroads. Fee Twenty-five ($25) Dollars. Examination 
to be in writing and papers kept on file as a record. One return privilege 
allowable without additional charge. Grade 75 per cent. This Board 
will grant no temporary license. In writing for information of any 
kind always inclose a two-cent stamp.

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The Board has always exerted its prerogative of passing upon the 

standing of a College or rather upon the Diploma which is presented 
to it by an apphcant for examination, as one of his credentials, with the 
usual form of application and affidavit that has always been required. 
True, in a number of cases it has been proven that men have made 
false affidavits with regard to their school of graduation, or with re- 
gard to their having attended the college mentioned in such appli- 
cation. ‘There is at the present time a suit pending against a cer- 
tain Doctor in the Territory whose residence is Guthrie, instituted 
by the Territory of Oklahoma, for making false affidavit in this matter. 
Licenses have been revoked by the present Board where men who have 
made such false affidavit, and upon said affidavit have received license 
to practice Medicine and Surgery in Oklahoma, were confronted with 
the facts and letters from the alleged College of Graduation, ‘show- 
ing that their license had been fraudulently obtained. These men would 
usually reluctantly surrender their licenses. 
7 When it becomes necessary for the Board to take action in the 
matter of revoking licenses for cause it would seem that the power 
should lie with the Territorial Board of Health rather than to be 
obliged to call upon County Attorneys and have said licenses revoked 
through the Courts. - 

At the meeting of the Board in Guthrie about May 21st, 1903. 
the rules and regulations above mentioned were submitted to Attorney 
Geueral Robberts with a request for an opinion. with regard to their 
legality and the following opinion was received.

I have examined the rules recently made by the Territorial Med- 
ical Kxamining Board, and have compared them with, the existing 
statute defining the powers of the Territorial Board of Health. | 
do not believe that the rules conflict with the law, nor that they are 
in excess of the power granted to your Board.

After having received the above opinion as Secretary of the Board 
cf Examiners I answered each inquiry by sending with the letters a 
copy of said rules. These inquiries came from every state in the 
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Union. The number ranged from ten to thirty per day. Copies of the 
law, rules governing the Board as mentioned above were very thor- 
oughly distributed tc all of the adjoining states. In about one week 
from the time the opinion was received, the following letter was re- 


ceived from the office of the Attorney General.

Dear Sir:— | 

I am under the necessity of requesting that ycu make no use 
of the opinion rendered by me at your request relative to the legality 
of the rules formulated by the Territorial Board of Health. 

I am not sure that you have not the power in all respects that 
you exercise. On the other hand I do not feel altcgether convinced 
that you do have the power, and I desire very much to take a little 
more time for careful consideration of the various questions involved. 
The opinion is not so much, I think I shall find wrong as it is 
too sweeping and the points that I have especially in mind as being 
doubtful, is whether your Board has the right to charge fees for ex- 
amination when the statute does not give you the power to charge fees 
or the right to charge a fee for the examination of applicants when the 
statute provides for a fee to be handed in with the application. 

In order that the records of this office may be complete in your 


case as in all others, I should be glad if you would transmit a written — 


request for an opinion upon all the points that you desire a legal opinion 
upen, and I shall at my earliest opportunity, give you the best judgment 
that I have.

In answer to your favor a few days ago, the Board of Health sure- 
ly appreciates your courtesy in the matter under consideration and 
may sometime avail itself of the proffered opportunity cf asking an 
opinion on the particular point on which you speak.

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The Board continued to conduct its examinations alcng the lines 
that were first instituted at the organization of the Board. At that. 
time it was considered by the Board and by the advisors of the Board 
that the $5.00 fee mentioned in the law was the application fee to be 
used as remuneration for inspecticn and filing of the application ,and 
as a forfeit fee for the non-appearance of the applicant. Under those 
considerations, the Board added what it considered to be a fair examina- 
tion fee, taking older states as a criterion. Examination fees range 
from $15.00 in Texas and other states to $50.00 in Ohic. The Board 
considered that a reasonable examination fee would have a tendency to 
elevate the standard of the practice of Medicine in Oklahoma by bring- 
ing more desirable applicants to the examination. This seemed to the 
Board to be the only equitable plan to adcpt. The higher the standard 
of the physician, the more protection to the lay Reon and the least 
objectionable would he be as a competitor. 

As the letter of May 29, 1903, from Attorney General Robberts 
was simply an abatement cf his first letter or opinion, it did not seem 
to the Board to be necessary at that particular time to ask for an 
opinion as anything to the contrary of his first’ opimion was a topic 
fartherest from the minds of the Board. Without previous warning 
or any knowledge tc the Board prior to the day of December 4, 1903, 
the following opinion was published in the Kansas City paper and this 
letter two or three days later was received at this office.

Enid, Oklahoma Territory. 
Dear Sir :— 

You will remember that some months ago the Board of Health pre- 
sented to this office for its opinion a number of rules, regulating ex- 
aminations by the Board of applicants for licenses. to practice Medicine 
in the Territory, and at this time an opinion was expressed in genera: 
terms that the rules so promulgated were within the power of the 
Board to execute. You will remember that one of these rules pro- 
vided for the appcintment of a fee of $25.00 by each applicant for 
examination. This rule was especially a subject for consideration by 
this office for the opinion above named was rendered and a subsequent 
letter was immediately written to you, asking that you make no use 
of the cpinion theretofore rendered, so far as it passed upon the ques- 
tion of the right of the Board to charge this fee. This letter requested 
you to prepare and forward to this office a written request for doubt, 
this to conform with our regular practice of expressing no cpinion 
without a written letter of request upon which to base it. This letter 
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was not received from you, and because of that fact the questicn had 
not been further considered by the office until recently a request for 
an opinion from. another source reached us. I have recently had oce- 
casicn to give this matter considerable thought and have arrived at 
the conclusion that your Board has not the power to require this fee 
of $25.00. Generally speaking, Boards of this character have only 
such power as are expressly given them by the statute. None is given 
mm our statute which will enable you to demand this fee. ‘This con- 
clusion is strenghtened by the fact that the Legislature provided that 
a fee cf $5.00 shall accompany each application. This in my judgment. 
denotes the interpretation of the Legislature, that this sum cf $5.00 is 
the only amount which is required, to be paid by applicants for exam- 
ination. Respectfully,

It will be seen by the comparison of letter number 2 and opinion 
number 3, that the Attorney General did not as he stated in his 
third letter ask for-a written request for an cpinion when he wrote 
the’ second letter. For this reason no opinion was asked for because 
the Board felt satisfied in its own mind that the rules and regulations 
were lawful, and that the opinion first rendered was all that was neces- 
sary. Immediately upon the receipt cf the opinion rendered December 
4, 1903, the Board discontinued the sending out of the rules and regu- 
lations, and also discontinued charging the examination fee of $25.00. 
for examination of applicants to practice medicine and surgery in Ok- 
lahoma. It will plainly be seen that the Board conducted almcst eight 
months business in good faith and with no intimation on the Board’s 
part of any wrong doing. The reversal December 4, of an opinion 
rendered the preceeding May has worked a hardship upon the Board 
besides causing the Beard to expend a considerable amount of money. 
This hardship comes in the way of a suit instituted against the Board 
for the recovery of the $25.00 excess fee charged by the Board’ for 
examination conducted during the summer meetings of the Board in 
1903. This reversal of opinion with regard to the legality of the rules 3 
governing the conduct cf the Board of Health of Oklahoma caused a 
hardship to come upon the Board from another source. In December, 
1903, the Board had arranged to at least try and revoke the license of 
some men who had obtained such license through false affidavit made 
in the application filed in this cffice for lcense to practice Medicine 
and Surgery in Oklahoma under the old law. The following is the 
notice that was served upon the offenders.

Now on this December 7, 1903, the Territorial Board of Health 
met pursuant to notice heretofore given to Hiram W. Newby and Cal- 
vin D, Gulley cf Guthrie and George H. Stagner of Coyle, Okla. in the 
office of the Hon. J. C. Robberts, Attorney General at Guthrie, Okla., 
to investigate the manner by which the persons named above Saree 
license to practice Medicine and Surgery in the Territory of Oklahoma 
and to advise upon and to make findings as to the legality thereof. 


Dr. Hamiltcn of Shawnee, President; Dr. Sharp of Guthrie, Vice- 
President and Dr. Cowdrick of ‘Enid, Secretary, and Chas. H. Wood, 
Assistant Attorney General, Also Geo. H. Stagner and Calvin D. Gul- 
ley represented by ‘their attorneys, Harper Cunningham, Hiram W. 
Newby not being present but represented by his attorney, W. B. Herod, 
whereupon the following proceedings were had: The said named individ- 
uals being investigated caused to be filed by their attorneys a demurrer 
te the jurisdiction of this Board in said matter, and the Board after 
hearing the arguments of Counsel for said persons in support thereof 
_ and Hanis counseled and advised by Chas. H. Wood, Assistant Attorney 
General, upon said question and being fully advised overruled the same. 


The Territorial Board of Health makes the following findings 
cf facts upon the charges preferred against Calvin D. Gulley of Logan 
County, Oklahoma for practicing Medicine in the Territory of Oklahoma 
contrary to law. 


First, that the affidavit made by the said Calvin D. Gulley in his 
application for a license from the Territorial Board of Health of Ok- 
lahoma was false in the following material respects; that the affiant 
was nct at the time of making his said affidavit licensed under the 
laws of the state of Indiana, or entitled under its laws to practice 
Medicine in the state of Indiana. 


Second, it is found as a fact that the diploma upon which the lcense 
of Calvin D. Gulley was granted purported to have been issued from the 
Independent Medical College of Chicago, Ilhnois. That this college 
was nct recognized as a College of Medicine and had no regular course 
of instruction, nor was it such at the time of issuance of the said 
pretended diploma to the said Calvin D. Gulley, and that it is further 
found that the charter of the Independent Medical College was granted 
it by the state of Illinois October 20, 1896, and that the ‘diploma, or 
the pretended diploma was issued to the said Calvin D. Gulley by the 
Independent Medical erase of Chicago, Illinois on the 4th day of No- 
vember, 1896. 
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Third. It is found as a fact that the diploma upon which the i 
cense of Hiram W. Newby was granted, purported to have been issued 
from the Independent Medical College of Chicago, Illinois. That this 
College was not recognized as a College of Medicine and had no regular 
-ccurse of instruction nor was it such at the time of issuance of the 
said pretended diploma or the pretended diploma was issued to the 
said Hiram W. Newby by the Independent Medical College of Chi- 
cago, Illinois on the 15th day of June, 1898. 

Fourth. It is found as a fact that the diploma’ upon which the 
license of George H. Stagner was granted, purported to have been is- 
sued frem the Independent Medical College of Chicago, Illinois. That 
this College was not recognized as a College of Medicine and had no 
regular courses of instructions, nor was it such at the time of issu- 
ance of the said pretended diploma to George H. Stagner and it is 
further found that the charter of the Ind. Medical Ccl. was granted it 
by the state of Illinois. October 20, 1896. And that the diploma or 
the pretended diploma was issued to the said George H. Stagner by the 
Independent Medical College of Chicago, Illinois on the 24th day of Oc- 
tober, 1898. | 

Final. It is therefore the conclusicn of this Board and the findings 
upon the facts adduced that the said Calvin D. Gulley, Hiram W. Newby 
and George H. Stagner are not entitled to practice Medicine in Oklaho- 
ma, under the laws of the Territory of Oklahoma, nor have they ever 
been so entitled. And that any pretended license so to do having been 
based upon facts nct entitling them to a license is to be deemed of no 
force and effect and as if no such pretended license had ever been 
issued.

On December —the Board of Health met in Guthrie in the office 
of Attorney General, and the men upon whom notice had been served 
were present or represented by their attorneys. The matter of false 
affidavits was discussed, witnesses examined and the final conclusion — 
reached that the Territcrial Board of Health has absolutely no power 
governing emergency cases. This conclusion was reached from the fact 
that from the Attorney General’s office the opinion rendered December | 
4, 1903 had relieved the Board of all its power excepting those which 
were specifically stated in the present Medical law. In the early part 
' of the present year Attorney General Simcns, as above stated has taken 
up the same matter and made it a Territcrial case. 
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Ancther hardship as the result of the foregoing opinion is that 
which is worked upon the embalmers of the Territory. Some years 
ago a rule was made by the Board of Health at that time in vogue 
that embalmers should be licensed. Such licenses procured from the 
Territorial Board of Health by examination or the presentation ctf 
proper: credentials upon which to grant a license. This rule was the 
result of a general order issued by the National Embalmers’ Association, 
and by the Baggagemens’ Association, to the effect that no Railrcad 
in Oklahoma shall accept a body for shipment, unless the accompanying 
shipping paster is signed by an embalmer who is licensed in Oklahoma, 
and said license number be therunto attached. 

Under the presént ruling the Board has no legal authority to 
examine embalmers, or to grant licenses to embalmers in Oklahcma. 
A number of applications came to the office, also applications presented 
themselves at regularly quarterly meetings of the Board, and asked to 
be examined. The Board however conducted no examination unless by 
the advise of the Attcrney General. At the spring meeting of the Ok- 


-lahoma and Indian Territory Embalmers’ Association, held at Guthrie 


after the close of the regular school for embalmers, the Secretary of the 
Medical Board of Examiners of Oklahoma attended the last two day’s © 
session, and conducted an examination of nearly thirty applicants. Said 
examination was all in writing, and covered as nearly as possible the entire 
field of embalming. ‘The Secretary of the Board received enough money 
from the President of the Association to cover the expense cf conduct- 
ing this examination, and pay a smali sum to each member of the Board 
for signing the licenses of those who were successful in the examination. 
Six applicants failed to reach a grade of proficiency equal to 75 per 
cent of all questions asked. : 

In receiving this office from my predecessor I have been unable to: 
find any record of the licensed embalmers of Oklahoma. Below find a 
list of the names of all embalmers licensed during the time that the 
present Medical Board of Health has been in cffice.

It would seem that the licensing of embalmers, or rather the pro- 
ficiency of embalmers to thoroughly embalm bodies dead of contagious 
diseases or other, is one cf the greatest protections to the public health 
of Oklahoma. An embalmer who will thoroughly embalm a hody after 
death cf contagion although it may be a mild form, and who will thor-_ 
oughly disinfect the room and appliances used, is of the greatest help 
to the community and to the public health at large: 

Almost immediately upon the organization of the present Board 
there came a complaint to the Board from the Live Stock Sanitary 
Commissioner, to the effect that there was being expressed for sale 
and being sold unwholesome and partly decompcsed meat for the purpose 
of consumption by the people. The Board of Health on a. call by the 
Secretary met in joint session with the Live Stock Sanitary Com- 
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nussion in Guthrie, May 21, 1903 and the above mentioned matter 
was thoroughly canvassed, and witnesses were examined, and proof pre- 
sented showing that the above allegations were facts. The following 
result was written and passed by the Board, and the following cir- 
cular letter was sent to each County Superintendent of Health of Ok- 
lahcma. |

To the County Boards of Health: | 

In as much it has come to the knowledge of the Territorial Board 
of Health that decayed meats were being sold from the distributing 
peints of some of the packing houses doing business in our Territory 
to retail dealers and through them t® consumers. 


The Territorial Board of Health and Live Stock Sanitary Com~ 


mission acting jointly have investigated these reports and find them 
to be true in fact; that some of the packing companies have sold and 
at present have in their storage for sale, meats that are unfit fer con- 
sumption by reason of the fact that they are tainted and in a state 
of decomposition, and further find that these companies are selling 
these meats when first shipped into our Territory in competition with 
the meats of-the local butchers who slaughter their beeves at the point 
cf consumption, but, as these meats become tainted sell them for prices 
varying from one to three cents per pound, or any other price in order 
to dispose of them befcre they are entirely rotten; and 

Inasmuch as these meats are. extremely dangerous to the public 


health by reason of the general consumption and of the fact that 


tainted meats are cne of the most prolific sources of disease and ae 
maine poisoning among our’ people. 


We, the Territorial Board of Health desire to call your attention 
to these facts and to the further fact that the preservation of the pub- 
lic health of the people of this Territory demands that we call your 
attention to Section 8 of Chapter 5 of the Act repealing Chaptey 8 of 
the statutes of Oklahoma, 1893. 


At a joint meeting of the Territcrial Board of Health and the 
Live Stock Sanitary Commission, it was voted that these Boards work 
in unison for the prevention of the sale and consumption of stale 
meats in this Territory and we request you as superintendent of your 
Ccunty Board of Health to work in unison with Mr. 

Deputy Live Stock Inspector of your County.

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You are hereby instructed by the Territorial Board of Health to 
act in conjunction with Mr. ——_————Deputy Live Stock 
Inspector of your ccunty in compliance with that part of Section 8 
Chapter 5 of the act repealing Chapter 8 of the statutes of Oklahoma, 
1893 and to suppress all sales of meat that are tainted or unfit for. 
consumption, and to destroy all meats found in the cars, storage rooms 
cr meat markets that are dangerous to the public health by reason of be- 





ing unfit to be used as food.

The Secreatry of the Board of Health in company with a Deputy 
Live Stock Sanitary Commissioner, while in Guthrie May 21 and 22, 
personally inspected a refrigerator car partially filled with beeves which 
were there for the purpose of salé to people to be consumed as food, and 
did find and condemn and destroy three quarters of beeves that were 
undergoing an advanced stage of putrefacation or decompcsition at that 
time. At other and various times the Superintendent of the County 
Beards of Health in company with Deputy Sanitary Live Stock Com- 
missioner, did condemn and destroy under the same conditions a great 
many beeves and sheep that were being exposed for sale at the towns of 
Perry, Shawnee, Oklahoma City, Lawton, Guthrie, El Reno and Enid. 
Oklahoma. During the past six or eight months there has been no 
complaint to this office with regard to the exposing for sale cf meat 
which is unwholesome or partly decomposed. 


The following was published as coming from the Territorial Board 
of Health as is usual once each quarter to either publish something as 
coming from the Territorial Board of Health concerning the condi- 
tions in the Territory, or to write a circular letter to each county super- 
intendent in Oklahcma. 


The conditions are such at the present time that we as physicians 
need to take a little extra precaution in the matter of the spread of 
all kinds of disease. Those that are most ccntagious need most at- 
tention; as the weather grows warmer in the spring, those affected 
with ccntagious diseases become careless while in quarantine and as 
a consequence we have a more general spread of those diseases called 
contagious. There are many strangers now in Oklahoma, they are of 
two distinct kinds or classes. 
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First, the people from the north and the east coming twice a menth 
looking for some speculation. 

Second, the class brought into the Territory on account cf the 
Railroads now under construction, this class is looking for employment. 
Neither class has a home while here, and neither class is as careful 
cf associations as it should be, one from adventure, and the other from 
ignorance. ‘There is another incentive for the Doctors to be on the alery 
for any irregularities coming under their notice, and to report all such 
irregularities, immediately upcen finding, to the County Superimtendent 
of Health. (see law.) The County Superintendent of. your county will 
attend to all irregularities or matters pretaining to the violating of the 
health law in your county. Report them to him. 


Our health officers act promptly on any and all matters over wien 
they have jurisdiction. You can all become conversant with the limit 
of such jurisdiction by reading the law governing the Board of Health. 
This law is short and plainly written. | 


Taking into consideration that many people will not call a Doctor 
in cases cf small-pox, and again that the Doctor when called will not 
report the case to the County Superintendent for quarantine, we have 
been very fortunate in not having more of these contagious diseases 
with which to combat during the past winter. 

We as the Board of Health would ask every person in Oklahoma 
to assist us in striking cut the few cases known in this Territory, and 
help us to keep under control those cases that may follow. Your doctor 
can give you all the advice you need, and he can be of much assist- 
ance by so doing, both to the Board and tc the people of the Territory. 
As a protection to the doctors of Oklahoma it has been the policy of this 
Board to have all outside Doctcrs register in the Territory before they 
did any practice. This matter is hard to accomplish unless the phy- 
sicians of Oklahoma will lend a hand and immediately look up a man’s 
credentials when he moves into your neighborhood and begins the prac- 
tice of Medicine, if he is not registered at the cffice of the Register 
of Deeds, write a letter to the Secretary of the Board, and said Doctor 
will be investigated, and the result of such investigation be sent to you.

the past year. We believe that such letters cf encouragement do no 
harm and we also believe that they have their place with the physicians 
and people who read them, and in many instances are the cause of 
considerable more attention being given to the public health by these 
readers. 


Harly in the spring of 1903, an epidemic of Small-pox occurred 
in the City of Enid. The Territorial Board cf Health met in the office 
of the Secretary April 28 and in joint meeting that day with the 
County Commissioners of Garfield County, Superintendent of the pub 
lic schcols of Enid, and the County Superintendent of Garfield County, 
the following conclusion was reached after considerable discussion that 
upon the recommendation of the Territorial Board cf Health, all pu 
pils attending the public schools who did not show evidence of a receni 
vaccination, should be vaccinated. The County Commissioners to fur- 
nish the virus used, the Superintendent cf Public Health, the Super- 


_ intendent of the County Board of Health and the County Physician to 


do the vaccinating without charge. The superintendent of the pub- 
le schools of Enid furnished a prescribed form which the pupil pres 
sented to the druggist to procure his virus for vaccination, and an- 
cther form he presented to the physician who applied the virus. At 
the end of two weeks time he again presented himself with his partly 
filled form to the physician who vaccinated him and that form was 
then completed by the physician, returned to the applicant, and pre- 
sented and kept on file by his teacher. Schools were not closed, and 
no more cases of Small-pox appeared after this period of vaccination, 
although there were during six weeks time about 150 cases of Small- 
“pox under quarantine in Garfield County. The Board of Health has 
advocated vaccination in every County in Oklahoma. 

The Board of Health has sent te the President of the County Board 
of Health:in every County, a circular letter advising, advocating and 
urging vaccination in every case where vaccination has not been pre- 
viously applied. — 


RECIPROCITY. 


The Territorial Board of Health and Medical Examiners, would 
recommend that the following Reciprocity clause be added to what- 
ever Medical Law may be given to Oklahoma. We believe the prac- 
tice of Reciprocity with other states whose requirements are equal to 
those included in the following recommendation are just, honest, and a 
time and expense saving tc those who may wish to obtain license to 
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practice Medicine and Surgery in Oklahoma. The licensing, exam- — 
ining and Reciprocity Boards of the United States have organized 
a strong society that holds two meetings each twelve months. Our 
Board has been represented in the three meetings held since the pres- 
ent Medical law became effective. 

The Secretary attended the New Orleans and St. Louis meetings. 
The Vice-President the Chicago meeting. We are thoroughly convinced 
that the werk being done by this society will accomplish much good 
in raising the standard of the profession in an educational way. ‘The 
plan that our Board recommends is practically the one adopted by 
many states now members of the above named association. Any state 
whose law requires an examination befcre a license to practice with- 
in its confines is issued, and whose law requires a preliminary edu- 
cation equal to that required by the Oklahoma Medical law, will be 
considered by mutual agreement as one with which Oklahoma will re- 
ciprocate. : 

An applicant desiring to register by reciprocity would proceed 
thusly. He would file his applicaticn with the regular examination 
fee, together with a statement from the Secretary of the Board of the 
state in which he has passed the examination within the time hmit— 
Said statement to contain the grades reached in each branch of his ex- 
amination. ‘The applicant would then appear in person the day of the 
Oklahoma examination, and if the grades reached by him in his heme | 
state examination were equal to the grades required in each branch 
by the Oklahoma Board of Examiners he would be given credit with the 
grades he had already attained. Should Oklahoma require an exam- 
ination in more branches than did his home state, he would be required 
tc take the examination at this time in such branches, or if 
applicants’ grades presented by him from his last examination have 
a minimum lower per cent’ than the minimum grade required by 
the Oklahoma Board, he shall take the examination in those branches. 
The time limit however spoken of would mean in Oklahoma from the 
date the present Medical law became effective. | 


The Territorial Board of Health has held its meetings as pre- 
scribed by law, and transacted such business as came up for nectice 
under its jurisdiction. The expenditure of money has been legitimate 
and used in conducting the affairs of the office. Under the old law 
there was less work to be done by the Board than under the present law, 
_ as the registrations were all done through the Secretary’s office. In 
Icoking over the records we find that each year since the first Medical 
Act creating a Board of Health etc., was passed, some men had become 
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registered in Oklahoma by making affidavit to the effect of a gradua- 
tion from a school that existed only in name, or from one that they had 
never attended. These registrations were made and license granted 
tc such applications in good faith by the Superintendent who was then 
in office. The Secretary’s oftice is not a Detective agency, and the af~ 
fidavit of a professional man should suffice in matters of this kind. 
The old law required that a Doctor from a Medical College should be 
registered. ‘True, many were turned dewn who made application for 
registration when the alleged College was one known by the Secretary to 
be in bad repute. This office turned down many applicants where there 
seemed to be good cause for doing so. Under the present law and the 
present system-of ccnducting the tests, there is no possible chance for 
a man to slip in and be granted license who is not competent to prac- 
tice Medicine and Surgery. For regardless a Board’s feeling toward 
an applicant, his examination is on record for inspection and this 
vwculd preclude any chance for dishonesty on the part of the Examiners. 
With a few needed additions of small space we have a fine Medical 
law. There have been 110 successful applicants for license in 
the past 17 months. Seventy have failed to reach the required grade 
of proficiency, making 38 8-9 per cent failure under the present law. 
This number includes those whose credentials were equal to the stand- 
ard required by the Board, presented themselves for examination at 
the place designated by the Beard, and did try to answer the ques- 
tions asked in the examination as a test of their ability to practice 
Medicine and Surgery in Oklahoma. 

The above mentioned failures do not include .the applications 
returned by the Secretary for the reason that the credentials were not 
in accordance with the Board’s standard of preliminary or medical edu- 
cation. Below will be given each meeting the present Board of Ex-— 
aminers have held since April, 1903. 

The first meeting of the Medical Board of Examiners was held in 
_ Enid, April 27 and 28, 1903. There were ten applicants for exam- 
- inaticn with four failures. The successful ones to whom licenses were 
granted, were as follows: Eugene Yetman Young, Stillwater, Ok- 
lahema; David Wiggens Burnett, Barton, Oklahoma; Thomas L. Sharp, 
Orlando, Oklahoma; Sterling P. Strother, Independence, Oklahoma; R.

As there is nothing to the contrary in the Medical law, an appli: 
cant who fails may re-apply at any subsequent examinaticn entirely as 
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a new applicant. In a few instances this has been done, but usually an 
applicant who fails to reach the required degree of proficiency at one 
examination will not become more proficient at another examination. 


The Secretary at this meeting was asked to send notice to all those | 
who are known tc be practicing Medicine in Oklahoma without’ having 
complied with the requirements of the law. I may say here that after 
having notified certain applicants, and having received promises from 
them that they would appear for examination, which promises were not 
fulfilled, in every instance if the County Attorney of the County where 
the offender lived would assist the Board in the presecution of the ille- 
gal practitioner, we have them arrested and punished according to law. 
~ In one instance in Woodward the offender was placed in priscn and held 
for some time, then relieved upon bail and will have his trial during 
the coming term of Court. From the first meeting of the Board these 
notices have constantly been sent tc all who were known or suspi- 
cioned of not being licensed in Oklahoma.

Under the present medical law the county boards of health are made 
up as follows: 


The chairman of the Board of County Commissioners, by virtue of 
such office, is president of his county board of health. The Superin- 
tendent of public health appoints the Secretary and Superintendent of 
the county board of health. The board of county commissicners choose 
the third member of the county board of health. The Secretary or 
Superintendent of the county board of health is furnished from this 
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office, blank repcert sheets upon which is made reports to this office in a 
very concise manner, with only a few minutes’ time consumed all of 
the conditions appertaining to public health in the county for each 
month. ‘This is the only manner in which this office is informed and 
kept in touch with the health conditions of the Territcry, with the 
exception in extreme cr emergency cases, telegraph or telephone is used. 

The law provides the payment of $100 per year to the Superin- 
tendents of county boards of health as the entire remuneration to them 
for professional services rendered. In case of epidemic of contagious 
disease and- for doing such other duties as necessarily devolve upon that 
office, this amount should be increased to at least $300 per annum, and 
where it is possible to do so, the County Comnfissioners should give the 
ecunty work to the Superintendent of the county board of health. 

Combining the two remunerations would be sufficient to compensate 
the doctor in such a manner that better service would be rendered both 
to the county and the Territory. Along these same lnes I wish to 
say that the remuneration as stated in the present medical law as salary, 
clerk hire and contingent fund tc the office of Superintendent of pub- 
lic health is ample. Having served in this office for the past three and 
one-half years, I believe I am competent to estimate the amount of work 
attached to this office, the amount of salary earned, and the amount of 
money needed as a contingent. The salary cf $800 per annum, with 
$200 added for clerk hire, making a total of $1,000 a year for salary - 
and clerk hire, I believe, is all that the office is worth. True, it demands 
the greater portion of a physician’s time to properly conduct the busi- 
ness of the office. $500 ccntingent fund per annum, if carefully and 
judiciously expended, is sufficient for the coming two years, as the 
office is now ‘supplied with typewriting machine, desk, records, etc., 
which expense will not be repeated within the next two years. The ap- 
propriation has been sufficient to cover the entire expense of this cffice 
in 1903 and 1904. I believe that if any change be made there should 
be added to the contingent fund for expense money, $200 more per an- 
num. ‘This money could be very advantageously expended by the Sec- 
retary in visiting once or twice each year, each ccunty béard of health 
in Oklahoma. On these trips he would become conversant with the 
health conditions in the towns in which he stopped, and he would also 
become acquainted with the facts relating to illegal practitioners in 
Oklahoma. 

I have visited as many ecunties as my funds would permit. I have 
visited some counties at my own expense, and I find that no amount 
of correspondence is so satisfactory and productive of so much good re- 
sult, as a personal visit tc counties where some complaint is being made. 
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The matter of salary, or rather, expense money as appropriated for the 
Pesident and Vice President of this board, which amount the law pre- 
scribes as $100 per annum for each one to be used as traveling expenses, 
should at least be doubled. The President and Vice President of the 
board receive all the fees of the examination, which, after deducting the 
- expenses, does not leave enough, to remunerate them per diem for: the 
time ccnsumed. 

*Along with the above recommendaticns it would seem that a ‘Tler- 
ritory as important as Oklahoma, and one that has as gocd a medical 
law as Oklahoma, and a:country that is as far advanced in an educa- 
tional way as Oklahoma, should at least begin a vital statistical record. 
There is nothing in the statute providing for such a record, and I have 
been loath to ask the pocrly paid County Superintendents of heaith to 
add this extra work to their present prescribed duties. 

My experience in the east, where the law made the reporting of 
births and deaths mandatory, would prove that a law requiring the keep- 
ing of this record should sc state its meaning in no uncertain terms. 
I do believe, however, that the majority of the physicians in Oklahoma 
would make returns of deaths and births to the properly authorized offi- 
cial, provided they were furnished with printed postal cards, or printed 
blank forms upon which to make the returns. There are inquiries at 
this office at least weekly and sometimes daily for statistical records of 
almost every character. These inquiries come from hospitals, schools, 
and frcm every doctor who wishes to write a paper on children’s diseases, 
tuberculosis, rheumatism and cancer. In comparing the reports received 
from the different boards cf health, we find that Oklahoma does not 
only rank second to none in low mortality rate from contagious anc infee- 
tious disease, but is equal to any State or Territory in the United States 
whose per capita is equal to that of Oklahoma. I do nct believe that 
Oklahoma’s climate could be called the climate of a health resort, and 
yet there are one of two things apparent—the diseases with which Okla- 
homans are affected are less vital, or her physicians are better qualified 
to handle them. 


The abcve recommendations come as covering the Territory of 
' Oklahoma, and if there is added more territory, this is the Legislature 
that must make provision for the pay for the conduct of the health 
matters after an organization has been made. With additions the pres- 
ent amount of expense money cf the Superintendent should be doubled. 
and the salary should be raised to $1,200 per year.

REVISED RULES AND REGULATIONS AS ADOPTED BY' THE 
BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Statutory requirements as set forth by the legislature of Oklahoma 
covering sanitary regulations will not be included in these rules, but will 
“be classified by themselves, following these rules and regulations. 

When a town or city board of health fails to preform its duty as 
a board of health by reason of neghgence or lack of proper city ordin- 
ances, the county board of health of the county wherein such dere- 
hetion or failure of duty occurs shall immediately proceed to do the 
work such local boards of health have failed to perform. 

Local boards of health are the wards of the county boards of health 
and local and county boards of health should work in unison in the 
manner of cleanliness and sanitary precaution. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS AND SCHOOL HOUSES. 


County, city and tcwn boards of health shall exercise supervision 
over the location, drainage, water supply, ventilation, heating, lighting 
-and plumbing, and the disposal of the schools and school-house within 
their respective jurisdictions, and when any sanitary defect is found 
to exist shall at once report the case to the prcper authority with the 
demand that the fault or faults be immediately remedied, and if they 
_be neglected by such person, then they can proceed to remedy the 
same’ themselves and compel obedience to these orders by persons in 
charge of such school or schocls. 

County, city, and town health officers shall inspect all public. or 
private institutions, buildings and residences of whatever kind in their 
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respective jurisdiction at any and all times whenever any unsanitary 
condition or any contagious or infecticus disease is reported or sus- 
_ pected to exist therein, and if any such conditions are found to exist 
the same shall be corrected by them at once and the proper precaution 
taken. 

No public or private funeral shall be held in any building or 
room used for school purposes at any time during the year or in any 
church, hall or other place where public gatherings are held of any 
person who has died from sore throat, diphtheria, membraneous croup, 
or any other contagious or infectious disease. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


School teachers and superintendents cf schools shall closely observe 
their pupils in their schools at all times, and no pupil shall be admitted 
into any public or private school in this Territory with any eruptive 
disease, sore throat or contagious sore eyes. If any perscn or pupil in 
any of the public or private schools of this Territory is found to be ill of 
any eruptive disease, sore throat or contagious sore eyes, he shall be dis- 
missed from school until pronounced to be non-inoculable to other 
children by reputable prysician, local health officer having jurisdiction. 

No person shall be admitted to any public or private school in this 

Territory from any house infected with any infectious or contagious 
disease or who may have recently been sick with small-pox, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, membraneous: croup or other contagious or infec- 
tious disease until a certificate is first presented frcm a reputable phy- 
sician stating that all danger of communicating such disease to others 
is passed. ) 
No parent, guardian or other person having control of any child 
or children in the Territory of Oklahoma shall allow such a child or 
children to go frcem any house infected with small-pox, diphtheria, scar- 
let fever, measles or any other contagious or infectious disease to at- ~ 
tend any public or private school or any public meeting or gathering of 
any kind, or to be on the street or public highway during the time such 
hceuse is under quarantine: Whenever any hotel, boarding house or 
lodging house keeper or householder, proprietor, manager or owner of any 
public or private institution of any kind shall know or suspect that any 
person within his or her family, building, place of business or tfesi- 
dence be either permanently or tempcrarily sick with small-pox, scar- 
let fever, diphtheria, measles or any other disease dangerous to public 
health he or she shall immediately give due notice to the nearest board 
of Health within whose jurisdiction such occurs. 
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DUTY OF PHYSICIANS. 


In any and all cases of contagious or infectious disease or suspi- 
cicus cases of the same wherein the attending physician is in doubt 
as to the correct diagnosis, he must at once notify the health officer 
having jurisdiction, who must see the case and examine the sick per- 
son with the suspected disease, and if it is found to be contagious or 
infectious, must act in accordance with the rules governing such cases. 

Whenever any physician shall know or have reascn to suspect that 
any person whom he is called to see is sick with small-pox, diphtheria, 
membraneous croup, measles, whooping cough or other diseases of a 
contagious nature she shall immediately report the same, giving the 
exact location, with a descripticn of the case to the health officer or 
board of health having jurisdiction over the place where such disease 
exists. 


INSTRUCTIONS TO LOCAL HEALTH OFFICERS. 


No person who is or has recently been afflicted with or exposed to any 
contagious or infectious disease dangercus to our public health shall 
be permitted to appear upon any public street or highway, or in any 
public place or conveyance until a certificate is made by the attendant 
physician setting forth the fact that such person is non-innoculable to 
others. 

No person shall be allowed tc leave any house, building or prem- 
ises infected with small-pox unless he or she has heretofore had the dis- 
ease, then such leaving must be after first taking a disinfecting bath, 
making a complete change of clothing and having a permit with in- 
structions from the health officer having jurisdiction. . 

In all cases where there has been an exposure to, or suspected ex- 
posure tc small-pox, it shall be the duty of the board of health having 
jurisdiction to compel vaccination, or re-vaccination of all exposed per- 
sons or suspects, and if danger of an epidemic of small-pox is imminent, 
compel all persons in the city, town or ccmmnuity to be vaccinated. 

On the appearance of Small-pox, Yellow fever, Diphtheria, Mem- 
braneous croup, Scarlet fever, Measles or any other contagious or infec- 
tious disease, the County Superintendent of Health shall cause the 
attending physician, when such cases are outside the corpcrate limits 
of any town or city, to place the proper flag of warning on the front 
door or any other place more conspicuous about the house where the 
disease prevails. Whenever any cf the foregoing diseases exist in any 
town or city where ,there is an organized Board of Health, such flag of 
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warning shall be placed by the local Health Officer having jurisdiction, 
such County Superintendent of Health or Health Officer shall hold all 
persons who have been exposed to such contagion under observation and 
apart. from the public for the number of days named in “Length of — 
Quarantine,” or length of time as such officer, may decide to be safe. . 


The flag for Small-pox, Scarlet fever, Diphtheria and Measles shall 
- be bright yellow and not less than fifteen inches square, with the name 
cf the disease plainly marked thereon,.,The flag for Cholera or Yellow 
fever shall be black and not less than fifteen inches square, with “Chol- 
_ era” or “Yellow fever” plainly printed thereon with white or red letters. 


No person shall be permitted to remove any such flag or warning 
until a certificate is made by the attending physician to the County Su- 
perintendent of Health or the local Board of Health having jurisdiction, 
that the disease has passed and the prcper disinfection accomplished, ‘and 
the endorsement of such local Board of Health is obtained. 


Persons who have been exposed to the contagion or infection of any 
kind of the following diseases may safely be liberated if they have re- 
mained in gocd health and been properly disinfected, after the following 
periods of quarantine: Diphtheria, twelve days; Scarlet fever, fourteen 
days; Small-pox, eighteen days; Measles, eighteen days; Chicken pox, 
- eighteen days; Mumps, twenty-four days; Whooping cough, twenty-one 
days. } 

Any and every person having charge of any one who has died of 
Small-pox, Cholera, Yellow fever cr Diphtheria, shall cause the corpse 
of such person to be interred immediately after death, and in cases of 
death from the above named diseases, no public funeral shall be held. 

No person shall make, or cause to be made, or permit to be made 
on his or her. premises, any vault for the sewerage cf any building, either 
public or private, without making the same watertight by lining the 
base, walls and top with brick or stone and cement, and then substantially 
cementing the whole inside and so constructing the’ whole inside and 
‘so constructing the opening into it that no obnoxicus odors from its 
contents will contaminate the air without. The contents of such sewer- 
age vault shall be pumped into a container and removed to a place des- 
ignated by the local health officer at such hours as will net disturb the 
public. fe ie ) 3 

In case of any act on the part of any local health officer not author- 
ized by or in harmony with the rules and regulations governing the Ter- 
ritorial Board of Health, appeal may be taken to said Board in session, 
pending such appeal the action of said local health officer shall remain 
in force.

QUARANTINE FLAGS. 


It is often far from a pleasant duty to flag houses and quarantine 
families and places, especially so when the family physician says the 
“case is of a very mild nature,” and does not give you his moral sup-. 
port. The honest, faithful officer must shut his eyes to blind prejudice 
and unreasonable pleading of the family and do his duty as is indicated 
_by Board of Health rules and his own knowledge of the case. He can, 
of course, explain the value of the flag, that it is used by all well regu- 
‘lated Boards of Health, and that although it may be of no value in 
‘some cases, yet no variations from the rule is tolerated by the Territorial 
Board of Health, and it must be done.’ He can say further “that the 
_ practice is highly approved by him, and believed to be a very useful and 
effective aid in protecting the public health. It doubtless saves many 
persons from catching the diseases, by giving them timely warning of a 
danger to which no one should be let to expese themselves without know- 
ing it. It is not claimed to be a sufficient and infallible preventive of an 
/ epidemic, but it helps.. It imputes no odium to the occupants of the 
house. It does no injustice to non-occupants. It is perfectly harmless. 
And it is educaticnal in its effects upon the public. It teaches them 
that those diseases are much more communicable in a house than they 
are in the open air. It is the prevalent practice throughout the Terri- 
tory and in many other States, and ought to be universal.” 
If the officer always flags every case, he will, in a short time, famil- 
jarize the public to the flag and will overcome much of the feeling in op- 
“positicn to its use. 


TRANSPORTATION OF CORPSES. 


It shall be the duty of every Funeral Director, Undertaker or Hm- 
 balmer within this Territory who may desire recognition by transporta- 
tion companies and common carriers, for the transportation of the bodies 
of human beings dead frem Diphtheria, Scarlet Fever, Glanders, An- 
_thrax or Leprosy, to conform to regulations made therefor by the Ter- 
ritorial Board of Health, to-wit: 


He may make application to the Territorial Board of Health for 
a perimt to prepare such bodies for transportation. Said application 
shall contain his full name, age and place of residence, and. the certifi- 
cation of two legal physicians of good repute in the place where he 
“resides. — 7 
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He shall pass an examination before the Territorial Board of Health 
at such time and in such manner as the. Board may determine. Said ex- 
amination shall comprise the following subjects: 


(a) ‘The visceral anatcmy and vascular system of the human body. 


(b) The comparative value and action of disinfectants and germ- 
icides. 


(c) The proper method, after embalming, for further safety pre- 
paring bodies for transportation. “ 


(d) The meaning of “contagion” and “infection;” the dangers 
they beget, and the best methods of their restriction and arrest. 


(ce) The signs of death, and the best methods of their determina- 
tion. : ve 


And such other topics, general and special, as the Board may from 
time to time determine. 

Seventy-five per cent of satisfactory answers in a scale of 100 shall 
be required to entitle the applicant to a permit. 


Upon satisfactory evidence of the competency of the applicant as 
an embalmer, he may be granted a permit to prepare ccrpses herein desig- 
nated fcr transportation upon the payment of a sum to pay the expenses 
of such examination. Said perimt shall be limited to the term of one 
year, and shall be signed by the Territorial Board of Health. 


Permits may be renewed upon the payment of one dollar within 
thirty days after the expiration of the term of a permit. 

The failure of the holder of a permit to comply with the regulations ' 
of the Territorial Board of Health shall be deemed sufficient cause for 
the revocation of his permit. 

The Secretary of the Board shall keep a record in which shall be 
registered the name and residence cf all persons to whom a permit is 
granted and the number and date of the permit, which record shall 
be for the information of the profession, the public and for transporta- 
tion companies. 


He shall also keep a record of all money received, expenses incurred, 
and paid, under these regulations, and make report thereof at each meet- 
ing of the Board. 


Bodies of those who have died of Diphtheria, Membraneous Croup, 
Scarlet Fever (Scarlatina, Scarlet Rash), Glanders, Anthrax cr Lepro- 
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sv, may be transported by common carriers upon the affidavit of a tun- 
eral director, undertaker or embalmer, made oath, that he is the holder 
of a permit from the Territorial Board of Health, giving the number 
of the permit, his name, residence, and certifying that the body has been 
prepared for shipment in accordance age the regulations cf the State 
Board of Health, to-wit: 


In the case of Diphtheria.—The body shall be thoroughly injected 
with a proven disinfectant of embalming fluid, and all orifices of the body, 
such as the nose, mouth, rectum and yagina in the female subject, then 
plugged with absorbent cotton. ‘The bcdy shall then be washed in the 
_ disinfecting fluid and wrapped in absorbent cotton, layers one inch 
thick, then bandaged and placed in an air tight zinc or metallic case. 


In case of Scarlet Fever.—All clothing must be removed from the 
body, and the whole arterial system and cavities, including the cerebro- 
spinal, injected with a disinfectant of the highest germicidal powers. 
The body must then be thorcughly washed with the disinfectant fluid ; 
all orfices plugged with absorbent cotton, then covered with absorbent 
cotton one inch thiek, then bandaged and placed in an air-tight zine 
or metallic case. 


In case of Glanders, Anthrax or Leprosy.—After protecting the 
hands by either vaseline or gloves, all clothing which has been arcund 
the body shall be removed and burned. The body shall then: be thor- 
oughly washed with a disinfectant of the highest proven germicidal pow- 
ers, and sufficient of the disinfectant and embalming fluid injected into 
the circulatory system to thorcughly saturate all the tissues of the 
body. All the main cavities of the body shall be filled with the disin- 
fectant, and all orfices plugged with absorbent cotton. The body shall 
then be washed with the disinfectant, wrapped in absorbent cotton not 
less than one inch thick, then bandaged and placed in an air-tight zinc or 
metallic case. When the condition of the body demands the removal of 
the blood, it may be removed by using a bottle which contains not 
less than four ounces of the disinfecting fluid. The vein selected for 
the operation must be opened carefully and the tube introduced to the 
right auricle of the heart, and the blcod aspirated into the bottle without 
exposing it to the air of the room, or without coming in contact with the 
hands of the operator. 


Disinfectants referred to herein must be approved by the Terri- 
torial Board of Health. 
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THE DEAD. 


A body dead frcm Small-pox must be immediately wrapped in a 
cloth saturated with the strongest disinfectant solution, without pre- 
vious washing, and buried six feet deep, and no body dead from this dis- 
ease shall under any circumstances, or any lapse of time, be disinterred. 


~The body of any person who has died from Asiatic cholera, typhus 
fever, yellow fever, leprcsy, diphtheria (membraneous croup), scarlet 
fever, (scarlatina or scarlet rash), or measles, must not’ be removed 
from the sick room until it has been wrapped in a cloth saturated with 
a solution of corrosive sublimate (one ounce to six gallons of water), 
and then tightly enclosed in a coffin. The body shall then be buried im- 
mediately, without the attendance of any person other than is necessary 

for the interment thereof. 


No public funeral shall be held of any person who has died from 
either of said diseases named above, and no public funeral shall ‘be 
held in the house, nor on any premises where there is a case of, nor 
where a death has recently cecurred from either of said diseases. 


No person, company, corporation or association having charge of, or 
ccntrol of any schoolhouse or church, or of any building, room or place 
used for school or church purposes, or for any public assembly, shall 
permit the body of any person dead from any contagious or infectious 
diseases named in these regulations, or any other dangerous ccntagious 
disease, to be taken into such. schoolhouse, church, buliding, “room or 
place, for the purpose of holding funeral services over such body; and 
no sexten, undertaker or other person having charge of or direction of 
the burial of any body dead from any of the said diseases, shall permit 
the coffin or casket containg such body to be opened in the presence of 
any child; nor shall any child be permitted to act as pall-bearer or car- 
rier at any such funeral. 


No hack, omnibus cr other clesed vehicle used for the conveyance 
‘of the living, shall be permitted to carry the body of any person dead 
from an infectious or contagious disease ; nor with the knowledge of the 
owner, driver or person in charge thereof, to carry any person or article 
‘liable to communicate the infection or contagion of such disease. And 
any railroad car, omnibus, cab, hack or other vehicle, in which a person 
has been carried affected with any of the diseases named herein, shall 
be forthwith removed from service and be disinfected before Demme used 
again. 
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DISINTERMENT. 


Whenever it is desired tc disinter the body of a huamn being for 
removal or transportation, a separate application for permission so. to 
do must be made to the Territorial Board of Health for each body to 
be disinterred, on blanks furnished by the Territorial Beard. 

The application must state the full name of the deceased, also the 
age, cause of death, date of death, name of physician who made the 
certificate of death, place of burial, and where to be interred. 

The disinterment permit must be approved by the local Board of 
Health of the jurisdiction, where the body lies buried, and said disinter- 
ment must be made under their immediate supervisicn. . 

The followng are the rules that were adopted hy the former board 
and never revoked by the present board, as we consider them very evod 
and adequate for our government. 

No disinterred body must be received for transportation by any rail- 
road unless acccmpanied by a special disinterment permit from the 
Territorial Board of Health, which is additional to the regular trans- 
portation permit. . 

Where the disinterment is for the removal of bodies to another part 
of the same cemetry, or to a contigucus cemetry, the removal must not 
be by any public conveyance. In such cases it is not required that the 
bodies shall be prepared as for transportation by railroad or other pub- 
lie conveyance. But a disinterment permit, approved by the local board, 
must be obtained for each bedy disinterred. 

When the cause of death is given as “heart failure,” and the age 
of deceased is under thirty years, it must be deemed as suspicious, and no 
railroad transit permit be issued thereon by a local board until investi- 
gation is made by the health officer, unless there is a positive statement 
in the physician’s return that the “heart failure” was not the result of 
diphtheria. |

In the compcsing of the above mailing list of the physicians of Okla- 
homa, there have undoubtedly been some errors made. ‘The county rec- 
ords are absolutely incorrect as to the addresses of the medical profes- 
sion of Oklahoma, for the reason that physicians are constantly chang- 
ing location. This mailing list is possibly the cnly correct one to date, 
and it has cost a very considerable amount of labor and time. The 
Superintendents of the various county boards of health were called upon 
to assist in this work, and to a man all respcnded. They were asked 
to send to this office a complete list of the physicians practicing medi- 
cine in their various counties, such list to be made from personal knowl- 
edge of the Superintendent of the names and addresses of the physicians 
of his county. ‘These lists were then taken and checked off by referring 
to the records of registration in this office. Where an error was found 
to exist, correspondence was taken up with the physician, and in all 
cases where it was possible, such error was corrected and the correction 
noted upon the reccrds of this office. 

After having read this report, where a physician finds an error 
exists either in his name, location or school, if he will note such error 
and communicate with this office, the correction will cheerfully be 
made. I believe in this manner there can be kept constantly at this office 
an absclutely correct mailing list of the physicians of Oklahoma.
